An ad- 
vertisement is at the present time be- 
ing given wide circulation In this pro- 
vince regarding a mixture called Am- 
brew, which, when dissolved in water, 
produces beer. It is advertised as “beer 
in concentrated form" and the adver- 
tisement states that it is “simply won- 
derful, amazing, great.” Attempts are 
being made to get agents in this pro- 
vince, the makers of the mixture being 
located at Cincinnati, Ohio, 
Mixture Analyzed. 

Anyone dealing In this beer substi- 
tute In this province is Hable to be 
prosecuted under the liquor license act 
for selling liquor without a Ncense, 
Samples of the mixture were recently 
analyzed by Dr. Revell, provincial 
analyst and it was found that when 
“Ambrew” Is dissolved and allowed to 
ferment a beer with a really good 
“head” on is produced, An amendment 
was made to the Nquor license ordin- 
ance last session, adding to the defini- 
tion of intoxicating llquors “any com- 
pound or preparation, the dissolving or 
mixing of which with liquids or fluids 
produces any intoxicating liquor.” The

Makes Cognac Branly 

Another ingenious attempt to evade 
the Mquor Moense laws is mado by the 
manufacturers of Zanol. This ts sold 
in small vials each containing about 
two thimblefulls of liquor which looks 
like something for toothaches. When 
this Hquid is mixed with the requisite 
amount of water and sugar it produces 
two quarts of full strength cognac 
brandy. As a man could carry hun- 
dreds of the small vials in his pockets 
it will be seen that Zanol is a very con- 
venient way of carrying liquor. So far 
as is known neither of these prepara- 
tlons are at present being sold in the 
province, but samples of Zanoi have 
been found in the possession of boot- 
legeere who have used it for making 
their own special brands of dope

General Huerta’s despatch announc- 
Ing the suspension of the blockade was 
received at the Spanish embassy early 
today and {ts purport was immediately 
communicated to Secretary Bryan at 
his home. The dispatch requested the 
Spanish ambassador to inform the Am- 
erlcan government that the suspension 
of the blockade had been decreed by 
General Huerta, that official notifica- 
tion would be published in the offictal 
paper tomorrow and that orders had 
been given to the Mexican gunboats to 
return to Puerto, Mexico. 

General Huerta’s action in calling 
off the blockade was inspired, it was 
stated, by a sincere desire not to Jeo- 
pardize the success of mediation. 

In diplomatic circles Huerta’s action 
was regarded as conclusive evidence 
of sincerelty that he has placed the fate

Hudson's Bay Boat Tossed 
About When Rudder Breaks 
and Engine Stops, 


Word reached the city this morning 
of the sudden closing of the Peace 
river above Fort Bt. John, a huge bank 
sliding into the river, completely clos- 
ing it and shutting off the water sup- 
ply to points further down. The river 
at the point where the slide took place 
is narrow and Is situated about three 
miles from where Cache Creek empties 
into the Peace river. The bank, It Is 
sald, has been sliding for some time 
past, but nothing of so serious a na- 
ture was expec.ed, 

It Is stated that several of the small 
towns and settlements below the slide 
are threatened with serious damage 
from flood waters as the water In 
the river Is very high at the present 
time, and the great overflow caused by 
the slide Is spreading rapidly over the 
surrounding lands, 

One of the worst storms that ever 
swept Lesser Slave Lake is reported 
to have visited those waters last week. 
Rain and sleet, accompanied by ter- 
rific wind, for a time threatened both 
property and lives, as the Hudson's 
Bay boat “Slave River,” was accord- 
ed a trying time on a voyage across 
the lake, one of her three rudders be- 
ing broken tn the storm, and it was 
with difficulty that she was held to 
her course, To make matters worse, 
her engines stopped, putting the boat 
at the mercy of the storm for over half 
an hour, The trip across was one of 
the most trying that has ever been 
experienced by any vessel crossing the 
lake, and of the 30 passengers” on 
board, but two escaped sea-sickness,

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WHITE WOMEN IN CHINESE 
RESTAURANTS. 

The Privy Council in England has just declined leave to 
appeal the question of the employment of white women in 
Chinese restaurants in the Dominion, application having been 
made by Quong Wing, a Chinaman who was convicted under 
an act passed by the Saskatchewan legislature: Phe attorney- 
general of Saskatchewan opposed the appeal. 

The case was carried from the local courts to the supreme 
court of Canada which upheld the decision of the provincial 
courts. The Privy Council has decided that the question at 
issue, viz., whether the province had the right to pass such leg- 
islation, is too wide to be raised on the petition of an individual 
subject, but the Lord Chancellor (Viscount Haldane) stated 
that their lordships would be glad to reconsider the question of 
giving leave to appeal if the attorney-general for the Dominion 
was desirous of having the constitutional question settled. 

As the Lord Chancellor pointed out, a difficult and far- 
reaching constitutional question in involved. Up to the pre- 
sent, the balance of fact seems to be on the side of the pro- 
vinces in regard to their right to enact legislation such as that 
appealed by the Chinaman, It was mentioned before the 
Privy Council that Manitoba and Ontario have similar legisla- 
tion. It is argued by the Chinese that this is an infraction of 
the Naturalization Act. The Privy Council has already de- 
cided that a province can make its own regulations respecting 
the right to vote for the provincial legislature and British Col- 
umbia saw fit to exclude the Chinaman from that privilege. 
At the same time Chinamen are granted naturalization in 
British Columbia as elsewhere in the Dominion. 

The question becomes: Has a province the right to deny 
any of the rights of a British subject to Orientals naturalized 
here? British Columbia has deemed it necessary to exclude 
them from the exercise of the provincial franchise and while 
that has been held to be a matter entirely within the range of 
provincial jurisdiction it, at any rate, indicates that there are 
certain privileges which belong to the majority of naturalized 
British subjects which it may be in the interests of the people 
at large to withhold from the minority. The question of the 
employment of white girls in Chinese restaurants is one upon 
which there is strong public feeling. Whilst it might be urged 
that such a restriction is an unjustifiable restraint placed upon 
business and, perhaps, also an undue limiting of the rights of 
white girls to seek employment where they wish, it is urged 
on the other hand that the legislation in question is for the pro- 
tection of the white girls themselves, 

It is a difficult matter to handle without raising the whole 
question of Oriental immigration. There is, however, one 
way of dealing with the issue under the existing laws of the 
Dominion, and that is to punish Orientals caught abusing 
white girls in their employ sufficiently to check such outrages. 
It would seem that deportation should follow wherever a con- 
viction is obtained against an Oriental on a charge of this 
nature and once deported the door could be closed against the 
possibility of his return. 


WHAT NEXT IN REGARD 
TO HOME RULE? 

What is next in regard to home rule? Much depends upon 
the next move by the Asquith government. The premier has 
already committed himself to the introduction of amending 
clauses which will modify the action of the home rule act in 
Ulster. It is suggested that the amendments may be intro- 
duced first into the house of lords, the idea being in part that 
anything approved by the lords is likely measurably to satisfy 
Ulster. At this distance it would seem that as a matter of good 
Sense the Covenanters should remain quiet at least until the 
nature of these amendments is made known. 

The final passage of the Irish home rule bill would be 
more of a world sensation if it had not already been dis- 
counted. That the government would put the measure 
through the house of commons has been a foregone conclusion 
for months. Even the most optimistic Ulsterman scarcely 
hoped for anything else after the last parliamentary recess. 
Of course the king still has the power of veto, but such action 
on his part may safely be left out of consideration. 

At the last, the measure passed by a strict party vote, the 
reduction of the government’s majority from the majority on 
the bill’s first passage corresponding pretty closely to the a” 
teration in the government's strength due to losses at the 
bye-elections. Despite the eloquence and threats of the 
Covenanters the coalition stood pat to the end. When one 
considers the vicissitudes of ihe Jast few months, and in par- 
ticular the uproar in the military establishment, this argues 
remarkable generalship on the part of Mr. Asquith.

GEOLOGICAL NOTES ON 


THE SHEEP 


RIVER GAS 


AND OIL FIELD, ALBERTA 


The following notes by D. B. Dow- 
ling, geological surveyor of the depart- 
ment of mines, Ottawa, are issued ac- 
companing a map of the Sheep River 


Gas and Oil field, Alberta, (Memoir No. 
62); the map shows the geological for- 
mation surrounding the Dingman well, 
which {8 situated near the center of 
the Sheep Creek field. 

The western edge of the great syn- 
cline which runs north and south 
through Alberta and crosses obliquely 
the fifth initial meridian, is for a short 
distance bent over into anticlinal form. 
West of this, which is the region com- 
monly called the foothill country, the 
rocks are faulted and folded, and ex- 
posures of the lower series of rocks are 
to be found on many of the streams. 
Where the above-mentioned anticline 
crosses Sheep river the rocks exposed 
hy the erosion of the crest of the anti- 
cline are upper cretaceous shales. 
These, on the south branch of Sheep 
river, are well exposed beneath sand- 
stones which appear to belong to the 
coal bearing Edmonton series of north- 
ern Alberta or the St. Mary river beds 
of southern Alberta. In the center of 
the anticline, sandstones and shales of 
the base of the Bearpaw or top of the 
Belly river formation appear, and in 
these, near the south branch of Sheep 
river, a leakage of strongly smelling 
gas has been kncwn for years at the 


apex of the anticline. 


Recent boring operations In this 
vicinity disclosed the presence of gas 
in the upper beds of the Belly river for- 
mation and, at a depth of a little over 
1,550 feet, a small amount of ight ofl 
(about 90 per cent. gasoline) was 
found. This stimulated the belief that 
oil was to be found in commercial 
quantities in this region and many 
companies were formed with the ob- 
ject of drilling for ofl, Assuming that 
oil is to be found in the rocks of the 
Belly River, or those at a lower hori- 
zon, it would be essential to success 
that drilllng should be started (1), 
at a locality where of] and gas might 
be expected to accomulate and (2), 
where it could be reached at reason- 
able depths. 

The Sheep Creek anticline offers, as 
far aa structure goes, an opportunity 


of plercing these rocks at a moderate 


depth. To the west in the faulted zone 
of the foot-hilla, these lower rocks are 
again brought to the surface and there 
may be areas there where oll may have 


accumulated, but the broken nature of 


the country would argue against any 
very large reservoirs, 

a sketch of the geological structure 
on a line of section across the strike of 
these beds in the Sheep river area ap- 
pears on the map accompanying these 
notes. The most striking feature illus- 
trated by this section js the apparent 
great depths at which the cretaceous 
rocks are buried at points to the east 
of the Sheep creek anticline, and there- 
fore, all drilling {n the Tertlary areas 
must depend for a possible supply of 


oil or gas on the rocks forming the 
tertiary beds. Up to the present a 
small flow of ges has been obtained 
at several points, but this has been 
without much odour and the only oil 
found in Alberta in beds near this 
horizon is to the north, near Edmon- 
ton, In surface showings which have 
a possible origin in drift material 
brought from the Athabasca. 

The boring on Sheep river has dem- 
onstrated the presence of small quanti- 
ties of oil in the Belly River rocks, and 
there is a trace of ofi in the weather 
face of these sandstones in outcrops on 
the stream nearer the mountains. 

Gas has been obtained at a num- 
ber of localities In the Belly river for- 
mation. 

The Cardium sandstone, which seems 
to represent the top of the Niobrara, is 
exposed on Sheep river, to-the west of 
the Sheep river anticline, and paraffin | 
and oll have been obtained from hand | 
specimens by treatment with chloro- | 
form. This horizon is probably the 
source of much of the gas in the shal- 
low wells at Medicine Hat. 

The Dakota sandstone is in places, 
especially to the east where It is super- 
posed on the Devonian, impregnated 
with bitumen and heavy olls, 

The above three formations contain 
many sandstone bed which where por- 
ous may serve as reservoirs for the 
accumulation of ofl or gas, but thelr | 
accumulation in quantity depends part- } 
ly on the structural form and mainly 
on the character of the surrounding 
shales. Traces of oll, it appears, can | 
be found in many of the dark shales 
of the cretaceous, and in the oll fields 
of the western states, such as Wyom- 
ing and Colorado, the finding of oll at 
the several horizons in the cretaceous 
depends greatly on the presence of 
sandy, porous beds in which it can ac- 
cumulate, The anticiinat form 1s, tn 
the majority of cases, necessary for 
the concentration of the ofl into pools, 
but In very dry beds such as in the 
Florence field, Colorado, the oll acts 
as tho heavier liquids and collects in 
the bottom of the basins or synclines, 

The Sheep river anticline would seem 
to be a favorable situation for the con- 
centration of any ofl or gas in the 
rocks beneath, and by Belly River, the 
Cardium standstone, the Dakota, and 
the lower cretaceous sandstones be- 
neath, may be reached. - The anticline 
in the first fault block to the west, 
namoly the one passing near Lineham, 
affords a chance to reach the Dakota at 
a comparatively shallow depth.

On account of these conditions, and the piping being too 
small to go further down, it was decided to abandon this well 
and put in a new plant and machinery, sufficient to go to a 
depth of from 2500 to 3000 feet if necessary. This plant was 
shipped down the river in the Spring of 1911, and boring 
operations carried on that summer. 

In the second well at 940 feet a good showing of Oil 
strata, about 35 feet thick, was struck, and it was the opinion 
of the drillers that a good showing of Oil might have been 
obtained in this strata had they used Nitro Glycerine to shoot 
the well. At 1080 feet another vein of Oil-bearing strata was 
struck, but it being the opinion of the drillers that a big well 
would be struck at a greater depth, they continued until they 
reached 1362 feet, when, owing to the loss of the drilling bit, 
and being without necessary tools to recover it they had to 
give up operations, which they did late in December.

Leen us great, 
Two Are Dead 

The dead according to the report at 
the time of writing are Mr, and Mra 
John Bartley. Their house was com-

Kevery detal! of the great Regina 
catastrophe was repeated in the cyclone 
which struck the farming district north 
of Woodstock, The same destruction 
was wrought and the peculiar effects 
were produced by the terrible wind. 
When the correspondents reached the 
home of Thomas Bartley, the rain was 
still falling In torrents, gave every in- 
dication that the tornado might again 
break. The dead bodies of husband 
and wife were lying within a few feet 
of the foundations of their home with 
the faces turned toward the sky. Two 
of the neighbors had arrived and were 
walting the coming of the coroner from 
Woodstock, The scene was an eanct 
reproduction of what was seen in Re- 
rina, All that remained of a sub- 
stantial home was the excavation for 
the basement, In the rain, no trace of 
any kind could be found of the barn, 
yen the location could not be deter- 
mined by a stranger, 

These trees which had withstood 
the storms of eighty years were gone. 
Opposite the home of the Hartley's 
tlands the residence of Emmanuel 
Vrown, Mr, Brown, his wife and two 
daughters, being in Woodstock at the 
assembly meeting, The storm took 
every window out of the house and dis- 
mautled it generally within.

London, June 8.—A great Sen eeD 
has been entered upon by a section o 
press to forestall the threatened sets 
age in England's meat supply. 

H. G. G. Miliman, superintendent of 
the Central markets sald yesterday: 
“In spite of the large number of vege- 
tarians and frulterians in London and 
other parts of the country, Englishmen 
in particular are eating more meat, and 
wasting more than they did 20 years 
ago and the meat supply has not In- 
creased proportionately to the demand. 

“It is interesting to note the re- 
markable growth and decline of North 
American supplies to this market, In 
1877, 5,531 tons,principally fresh beef, 
reached us from the American contin 
ent and these supplies increased in 
volume year by year until they reach- 
ed 140,000 tens in 1508. 

“Last year the quantity of beef from 
the other side was smaller than the 
total 37 years ago. The truth is, we 
look to Ireland as the future field for 
our meat supply. At the present time, 
much more meat is produced, though It 
is not always fattened there But I 
look to the near future to see Ireland 
sufficiently alive to the prospects of 


becoming the chief source of supply for 
the Mnglish meat mariet,”

until the verger forcibly pulled her 
down the steps and led her to the doors 
of the cathedral. There she was turn- 
ed over to the police, She declined to 
give her name,

Church of the Oratory. A scene of 
great disorder ensued, Strugeling 


fiercely and shouting loudly, the suf- 
fragettes were forced by ushers and 
male parishioners down the aisle to 
the doors and then into the street, 
Only two of the suffragettes who caus- 
ed the disorders were arrested, They 
also refused to give their names, 

The growing hostility on the part 
of the public toward the militant suf- 
fragettes was shown yesterday by as- 
saults on several open air meetings.
